GORMAN MAY BE DEFEATED, 


Though He Has Majority 
On Joint Ballot. 


DEMOCRATS MAY BE UNSEATED 


AFTER THE REPUBLICANS HAVE 
ORGANIZED THE HOUSE. 
AND THIS IS EXPECTED. 


LIVELY TIME IN PROSPECT. 


Baltimore, Nov. 6 - Returns received 
In this city up to midnight and Includ¬ 
ing every county In the State, partly 
official and partly estimated. Indicate a 
result In the legislative contest which 
1* almost without parallel In Maryland. 
The moat careful estimates and calcu¬ 
lations give the Democrat* forty-six 
Delegates and seven newly-elected Sen¬ 
ators. which, combined with the ten 
who hold over In the Senate, awuresthe 
friends of Mr. Gorman a total of sixty- 
three on Joint ballot. The Republicans, 
it appears, have elected forty-nine Del¬ 
egates and six Senators, which. added 
to their three hold-over Senators, gives 
them a total of fifty-eight on Joint bal¬ 
lot. 

These figures Indicate that the Repub¬ 
licans will be able to organise the 
House of Delegates, in which event. It 
Is believed that they purpose to unseat 
sufficient Democrats In the lower 
branch, substituting for them member* 
of their own party. In order to procure 
a majority on Joint ballot. Democrat¬ 
ic leaders freely assert that this Is the 
Intention of the Republicans, and do 
not hesitate to say that they will use 
every means in their power to prevent 
such a step.

Situation In Baltimore. 

The situation in Baltimore city la a 
peculiar one. In that the returns from 
the Second legislative district are In 
such an incomplete state as to make 
the result thfre uncertain as to two 
legislative candidates. The election 
Judges in tw'o precincts became Involved 
last night In a controversy over the re¬ 
jection of several ballots, and finally 
locked the ballots and the poll-books In 
the ballot-box and turned them over to 
the Supervisors of Election with the 
statement that they decHned to sign the 
returns. One of the Democratic candi¬ 
dates lacks but 97 votes of election, and 
another needs but 103. The Republicans 
seem Inclined to concede the election of 
the first-mentioned when the returns 
are In from the two mlaslng precJnote, 
but assert that the other will be beat¬ 
en. In the accompanying table, there¬ 
fore, but one Democrat In Baltimore 
dty Is put down as probably elected, 
wiille the Republicans are given six¬ 
teen. The ballot* will not be counted 
until noon to-morrow, until which time 
nothing definite can be done.

Some Surprising Changes. 


CVne of the surprises of the day was 
the close vote In Allegheny county, 
heretofore safely Republican by major¬ 
ities ranging from 1.200 to 2,000. The 
Democrats have elected their Senator, 
and one Republican In that county, and 
the result as to the remaining four Del¬ 
egates Is ckjae. St. Mary's oounty, 
which had been considered doubtful, 
has gone solidly Democratic, and 
Washington Wilkinson, one of the pic¬ 
turesque figures on the Republican side 
of the Senate, Is relegated to private 
life.

Chicago. Nov. 6 .—Eight human bodies 
were taken this evening from two 
crates at the freight depot of the Chi¬ 
cago. Burlington and Quincy railway. 
They were consigned to R. J. Jones, of 
Brashear. Mo., and marked as second¬ 
hand laundry machinery. The bodies 
were purchased during the day from 
the Harvey Medical College, of this 
city, and were being shipped to Mis¬ 
souri for the purpose of dissection. The 
police are looking for Jones, but so far 
have been unable to locate him. The 
only charge that can be brought against 
him Is the shipping of bodies In a man¬ 
ner contrary to law. 

When the crate* were received at the 
freight depot the suspicion* of the men 
In charge were aroused, as they hud 
never seen laundry machinery of the 
shape of the two crates, nor had they 
ever seen It shipped In such manner. It 
was then decided to open the crates. 
When they were opened the bodies, 
sewed up In canvas and packed In ex¬ 
celsior. were found. The police were 
notlfled. and a* It was known that the 
crates came from the Harvey Medical 
College, officers were at once sent there. 
The officials of the college proved that 
they had no connection with the ship¬ 
ment of the bodies and said that they 
had sold them during the afternoon to 
R. J. Jones, who said he intended to 
ship them to Bra shear, Mo. 

"I told him to Itv careful how ha 


•hipped them." said Dr. Dickinson, of 
the college, 'and warned him that he 
would get Into trouble If he sent them 
In any other way than that authorized 
by law He said nothing and went 
away. As far as the college Is concern¬ 
ed the transaction was entirely proper. 
v\e had more cadavers than we could 
use and sold those to Mr. Jones, as he 
called himself He said that thev were 
to be used for medical purposes." 

Police officials believe that the dis¬ 
covery discloses a carefully planned 
scheme to traffic in cadavers. Di Fran¬ 
cis M. Schoenleber. of 147 Eugenie street 
* under arrest and Dr Frances Dick- 
n«>n. president of the Harvey Medical 
College, has been called on to exp!a T n 
her connection with the affair 

Dr. Schoenleber refuses to discuss 
the charges against him, but according 
to admissions made by Dr. Dickinson 
and facts learned by the police, he at¬ 
tempted to ship the bodies to Brashear 
Mo., under the name of J. R. Jones Dr 
Dickinson Informed the police that pre- 
\dous to being prepared for shipment 
me cadavers were the property of the 
college and that she disposed of the.n 
to Dr. Schoenleber with a full knowl¬ 
edge o f how he Inten ded to use them.

$1,500,000, making It In all $1,700,000. Th** 
additional slock has been Bold a: 115 
per share. 

The Controller has approved this p’an 
by which the depositors, numbering over 
2 . 000 . are paid In full with allowance for 
Interest, and the bank will resume busi¬ 
ness under the old name and In the new 
banking house within the next few days.

Earl Li's persistent refusal* to refrain 
from attending to Government bu*lness 
aggravated his malady, while the re¬ 
fusal of the family to permit certain 
measures customary In Western medical 
practice for relieving the stomach, con¬ 
tributed to bring his cud sooner. 


Day’s Proceedings. 

Mr. Rayner** argument to-day con¬ 
sumed the whole day of the court ex¬ 
cept for half an hour at the opening, 
which Capt. Parker, his associate coun¬ 
sel. occupied In concluding Mr. Rayner 
took up the spec I float ions one by one. 
saving those relating to the retrograde 
movement until the last. So far a* he 
was able to do so he used the testimony 
of the department'* witnesses to prove 
his contentions. With regard to the 
retrograde movement, which he dis¬ 
cussed with greater seriousness than 
the other specifications, he adduced In 
Justification not only alt Admiral 
Schley’s reasons for believing the Span¬ 
ish fleet was not In Santiago, but ar¬ 
gued that every officer charged with 
the responsibility of command must be 
clothed with discretion In cnrrylng put 
Instruction*. He displayed good temper 
In adverting to the testimony of most 
of the officers, especially the ranking 
officers who seemed to contradict his 
client, giving them In each case credit 
for honesty of purpose. But with a few 
he dealt unsparingly. Hood. Potts and 
Bristol he held up to ridicule. 

Uapt. Lemly will begin the closing 
argument to-morrow afternoon, as the 
court will not Imid a session to-morrow 
morning. Immediately after court con¬ 
vened at 11 o'clock this morning, Capt. 
Parker took up hls speech where he 
left off yegbtrday, considering in turn 
the reconnoissance of May 31. the coal¬ 
ing question and the battle of July 3, 
including the loop of the Brooklyn. Re¬ 
ferring to the battle of Santiago, he 
said. 

"If the Spanish gunners could have 
*hot as th* Americana did. Admiral 
Schley. Instead of being on trial a* he 
is to-day, would be in a sailor's grave."

Mr. Rayner Opens. 

Capt. Parker concluded at 11:25 
o'clock and Mr. Rayner then began hi* 
argument. He paid a compliment to 
Judge Advocate Lemly and hls assist¬ 
ant. Mr. Hanna, for the "most Judicial 
Impartiality with which they have man¬ 
aged this case." 

Often Mr. Rayner dropped into hu¬ 
mor which provoked smile*. He dis¬ 
cussed the message delivered by ihc 
Eagle to Commodore Schley, when the 
latter was en route to Clenfuegos nnd 
met Capt. McCalla’s pub-squadron re¬ 
turning to Key West. He said:

Southerland must either have gotten at 
the wrong end of the Instrument or per- 
hap* the Instrument was like the etadi- 
meter, and wa* not correct In recording 
sound for a distance of more than thirty 
yards. At any rate, the message that the 
Scorpion did receive and which has been 
sent to us by Commander Marlx from the 
Philippine* was what? That there was an 
Insurgent camp In the vicinity of Cienfue- 
gos? Oh, no. That a .signal code had 
been agreed upon with the friendly na¬ 
tives? Oh. no. These were all mysteries 
(hat it la not proper to communicate to 
the commander of the flying squadron. In- 
*t*ad of that » dull thud fell upon hls 
listening ami anxious cars. "No news of 
the Spaniards" waf. the thrilling Intelli¬ 
gence that he received, and with It the 
Engle and her megaphone went on her 
way reJotc:ng and the Marblehead aped 
to the presence of the <'ommander-In-Chlef 
at Key West with hls profound secret 
bvirted ;n the bosom of her feArie*s com¬ 
mander.

"Dear Schley” Letter. 


Coming to the reconnolssance of May 
31, Mr Rayner contended that It had 
been Commodore 8 chley'a chief Inten¬ 
tion to develop the Spanish land bat¬ 
teries. and In this, he aaid. he had been 
eminently successful. He claimed that 
the rpan who was in command af such 
a time should be given great discretion, 
for he must necessarily know more of 
the situation than the gentlemen who 
rr.ake out battle plans at home on 
charts, with i*ompa*s and lead pencil*, 
and direct other people, thousands of 
miles away, how to fight a battle.

Brooklyn’* Loop. 

After the rece«s Mr. Rayner discussed 
the ninth specification, which dealt 
with the loop of the Brooklyn on July 
3 and the possibility of colliding with 
the Texas. 

Mr. Rayner said he stood upon the 
testimony of Capt. Cook, who, all 
things taken together, had the best op¬ 
portunity to give all the Information 
about the loop. What might have hap¬ 
pened had the Brooklyn turned to port 
was purely a matter of conjecture. The 
turn In the other direction was com¬ 
pletely successful. It was intimated 
that the turn to the southward had 
been to get away from the enemy, yet 
It wa* an indisputable fact that the turn 
had brought the Brooklyn closer to 
the Spanish fleet, and she received thir¬ 
ty of tne forty-three shots which struck 
the American ships. Capt. Cook’s tes¬ 
timony. he said. Illumined this maneuv¬ 
er and he planted himself upon this 
testimony.

Those Charts. 




Discussing dispatch No. 7. known as 
the "Dear Schley" letter. Mr. Rayner 
contended that the order conveyed In 
that message made it Incumbent upon 
Commodore Schley to remain at Clen¬ 
fuegos. He declared that this was the 
ke> to the whole case, and that it did I 
not admit of any other construction 
than that Commodore Schley should re¬ 
main at Cienfuego*. 

Mr. Rayner. in support of this con¬ 
tention, read the department's order to 
Rear Admiral Sampson directing him 
to notify Commodore Schley, by the 
Iowa, to proceed off Santiago. Rear 
Admiral Sampson. Instead of transmit¬ 
ting that order, and re-enforclng It. hod 
transmitted It, with directions to remain 
off Clenfuegos, on the ground that the 
holding of that port would offer tb« 
best chance of capturing and destroy¬ 
ing the Spanish fleet. This modification 
of the department's orders by Rea* Ad¬ 
miral Snmpaon had been followed by 
Order No. 8 . directing him "If satisfied 
that the fleet wa* not In Clenfuegos to 
ptoceed, but mutloiwly. to Sai.iiago" 
In thl* connection Mr. Rayner dtocuee- 
pd the McCalla momorandum. which, he 
said, had never been Intended for Com¬ 
modore Schlev. but for the Commander- 
io-chief at Key West. The mvmoran- 


Mr. Rayner then discussed the testi¬ 
mony of Hetlner and Hodgson, and In 
this connection ridiculed the chart 
prepared by the navigators of the ships 
In the battle. 

"That navigator's chart." said he, "Is 
a thing of Joy forever. It is like the 
obliterated epitaph upon an antiquated 
tombstone. Six navigators met and 
after three months of unremitting 
labor they resolved to give the world 
a chart of the battle of Santiago which, 
for all purposes of historical accuracy, 
might as well be a chart of the battle 
of Thermopylae or the Held of Waterloo. 
As a disastrous failure the chart Is a 
magnificent success." 

In hls evidence, said Mr. Rayner. 
Lieut. Commander Heilner said the 
Brooklyn pa**ed across the bow of the 
Texas lesa than 150 yard* away, while 
on the chart which he heljied to pre¬ 
pare the distance between the two ships 
* given as 2.400 feet. Whether the en¬ 
gines of the Texas were stopped or 
backed. Mr. Rayner said, mattered lit¬ 
tle. Tfil* whole controversy about the 
loop seemed to have been started to 
prove that the Brooklyn ran away. 
When this failed *n attempt wa* made 
to drag In the alleged danger to the 
Texa*. The testimony of Capt. Cook, 
he declared, exploded both. The coun¬ 
sel, on the other side, he said, would 
have to argue that Capt. Cook's testi¬ 
mony could not be relied upon or aban¬ 
don the specification about the loop and 
the danger of colliding w'ith the Texas.

Hodgson Controversy. 

Mr Rayner then took up specification 
No. 10 , concerning the Hodgson contro¬ 
versy. He said he would not undertake 
the task of extricating Lieut.

He read portions of Hodgson’s testi¬ 
mony and again fell back upon Capt.

VIEW OF THE FEDERAL COURT. 


Cincinnati. Nov. 6.—[Special ]—The 
United States Circuit Court of Appeal** 
convened this morning for It# Novem¬ 
ber session. A decision of public Im¬ 
portance was In the case of the Cum¬ 
berland Telephone and Telegraph Com¬ 
pany against the Home Telephone Com¬ 
pany. in which it Is held that the for¬ 
mer company has no exclusive rights 
In Louisville. These concerns are at 
present fighting for the control of the 
general telephone business of Louisville. 
The Cumberland Company, which has 
been In the field there since 1886. Is the 
result of several consolidations and Is 
operating under a charter or license 
granted by the City Council to the Ohio 
Valley Telephone Company, one of the 
concerns that was absorbed. 

Its rival, the Home Telephone Com¬ 
pany, started Into business In 1900. 
when It bought a twenty-years’ fran¬ 
chise from the city of Louisville at Its 
bid of $10,000. 

The Cumberland Company sued for 
•nd obtained an Injunction In the Fed¬ 
eral Court in Louisville, stopping the 
Home Compativ from operating part of 
Its lines, alleging Interference with Its 
own wires and previuus occupation of 
the street. This injunction, the Court 
of Appeals now holds, was wrongly 
granted ami the Cumberland Company 
is not entitled to It. 

The license of the Cumberland Com¬ 
pany from the Louisville Council, the 
court says, specifies that no exclusive 
privilege is granted to that company, 
but the Louisville Federal Court not 
only assumed that there was an ex¬ 
clusive right of occupancy for the Cum¬ 
berland Company, but that it extended 
“from the ground up” Indefinitely, 
against all intruders.

MONKS ARE ARRESTED. 


Constantinople. Nov 6.—Thn official.-* 
of the United States legation here hare 
received news, through Salon lea, that 
Indicates the early release of the cAp- 
tlves in the hands of the brigands. On 
October 29 Miss dtcme and Mroe. Tsllka 
were both well. 

BRIGANDS WILLING TO WAIT. 

They Are Not Treating Miss Stone 
and Mme. Tsilka Harshly. 

Sofia. Bulgaria. Nov. 6.—The brigands 
having Miss Ellen M. Stone, the Ameri¬ 
can missionary, and her companion. 
Mme Tsllka. In their custody were In 
Bulgarian territory, near the Turkish 
frontier, last week, according to au¬ 
thoritative intelligence. The captives 
were lodged in caves and fires were 
lighted to protect them from the se¬ 
vere cold. Since ttu»n the brigands and 
the women have gone to some place 
unknown. 

The fact that violent measures, such 
as mutilation, to extort ransom was not 
taken Indicates that the brigands are 
under the impression that the longer 
they wait the better will be the terms 
obtainable. This attitude Is regarded 
as being partly due to the publicity 
given to the subscriptions toward the 
ransom, and It Is Increasing the diffi¬ 
culty exi»erlenccd by Consul General 
Dickinson In his efforts to reduce the 
brigands' demands. 

MONKS PLACER IN JAIL. 

Arrested For Alleged Complicity In 
Miss Stone's Abduction. 

St. Petersburg. Nov. 6.—A dispatch to 
the Rossyo. from Sofia, Bulgaria, says 
the monastery has again been subjected 
to a domiciliary search, nnd that some 
of the monks have been arrested on 
the charge of complicity In the abduc¬ 
tion of Miss Ellen M. Stone, the Amer¬ 
ican missionary, and her companion, 
Mme. Tsllka. 

Letter From Miss Stone.

ARRESTED BY DETECTIVES IN 
ST. LOUIS. 


THE MAN’S CONFESSION 


Rt. Louis. Nov. 6.—The police have in 
custody a man and a woman suspected 
of complicity In the robbery’ of an ex¬ 
press car on the Great Northern, near 
Wagner. Mont., July 3. last, when the 
safe was blown open with dynamite and 
a consignment of unsigned notes for 
the National Bank of Helena, Mont., 
amounting to between $f»0.00o and $100.- 
000 was stolen. Of this amourK $8,500 In 
crisp new notes on the Helena bank 
were recovered, having been In posses¬ 
sion of the man and woman, who were 
registered at the Laclede Hotel as Mr. 
and Mrs. J W. Rose. They arrived at 
the hotel last Friday and announced 
that their stay In the city would prob¬ 
ably last several w'eeks. 

• • • 

Cause of the Arrests. 

Last night the man was taken Into 
custody and to-day the woman was ar¬ 
rested Just as she was about to leave 
the city. Their arrests followed the 
passing of several notes on the Helena 
National Bank that were supposed to 
have been rtolen and the signatures 
forged. Both prisoners were taken be¬ 
fore Chief Desmond to-day and sweated. 
A photograph of the man was taken and 
measurement* made according to the 
Bertllllon system. Through these and 
circulars giving a description of the rob¬ 
bers, the police identified Rose as Harry 
Loughbaugh, alias "Kid" Loughbaugh, 
alias Harry Alonzo. Lillian Rene ts the 
name given by the woman. Both pris¬ 
oners were examined at some length, 
but very little tvas learned from either.

Loughbaugh’s Admission. 

Late this afternoon Ixnighbaugh ad¬ 
mitted to Chief of Detectives Desmond 
under the "sweating" process, that all of 
th*» money, $8,600 taken from him and 
Lillian Rose, belonged to folm. but he 
would not say where he secured It. This 
money has been Identified from a de¬ 
scription as part of the loot of the Great 
Northern train robbery In Montana July 
3 last. 

Chief Desmond searched the trunk 
which was captured with the woman 
and found therein a email pocket dic¬ 
tionary. on the cover of which was writ¬ 
ten. "Wagner. Mont." On the fly leaf 
was Inscribed a note, supposed by the 
police to have been written by Lillian 
Rose, but no name Is signed to It. 

Th*» prisoners are being held to await 
Information from the Montana authori¬ 
ties. who have been telegraphed about 
the arrests. 


Discussed New York Patronage. 

Washington. Nov. 6.—President Roose¬ 
velt's time this evening w‘a* taken up 
largely In the consideration of the dis¬ 
position of the Federal patronage In 
New York. Senator Platt, who has been 
In the city since Monday, dined with 
the President and remained for a short 
time afterwards talking over the ques¬ 
tion of Federal appointments, which 
have not yet been finally decided upon. 


Mrs. Ackerman Dead. 

Mrs. Mary Ackerman, of 614 East Jef¬ 
ferson street, died at l o'clock yesterday 
afternoon from the effects of burns she 
received Tuesday. Rhe was attempting 
to kindle a fire In the kitchen stove by 
the use of coal oil. when some sparks 
<**t fire to the oil and an explosion fol¬ 
lowed. Mrs Ackerman was burned 
about the upper part of the body.

MAKES TRIP TO WASHINGTON. 


"CONCEDES” DEMOCRATIC MA¬ 
JORITY IN LEGISLATURE. 


COLLECTOR CRIES ‘-FRAUD.” 


Belief That Senator Will Not Have 
Much To Say About Who Shall 
Be Collector Here. 


STRIPPED OF HIS INFLUENCE 


The Democratic "landslide" of Tues¬ 
day was too much for United States 
Senator W. J. Deboe. He was unable 
to remain In his home county. Critten¬ 
den. which went against the Republic¬ 
an* for the first time In many years, 
and came to I*cu1s\ille yesterday In 
search of consolation. He did not reg¬ 
ister at any of the hotels, but walked 
unobserved to the office of Charles E. 
Sapp In the Federal building. Mr. Sapp 
Is his closest friend and had prom¬ 
ised him that If the Leg|»!ature was 
Republican he would be re-elected to 
represent Kentucky In the Senate for 
six more years. Mr Deboe did not re¬ 
main long with Mr. Sapp and told the 
Collector when he bade him good-bye 
that he was going to Washington. The 
Senator could not be found anywhere 
last night and It was presumed by his 
friends that he wa« on hf 9 way to the 
capital. 

• • • 

Senator Deboe's Concession. 

Mr Rapp was asked by a reporter 
from the Courier-Journal what Senator 
Deboe had to say about the election. 

The Collector laughed heartily. 

"There wasn't much for him to say." 
said Mr. Sapp, "but If I remember cor¬ 
rectly he remarked that he conceded 
the fact that the Democrats would 
have a majority on Joint ballot In the 
Legislature. And I believe he could 
say that without making any big mis¬ 
take.'* 

"Did the Senator say anything about 
his future plans?" 

"His term does not expire until March 
4. 1903. I suppose he will continue to 
be Senator until that time and I am 
unable to say what he will do after 
that." 

• • • 

What Mr. Sapp Has To Say. 

Mr. Sapp was asked for a statement 
on the result of the election. "I made 
one statement to-day." said he, "and 
that was 'Politics Is h—11.' That 1* one 
of the truest proverbs 1 ever heard and 
I was particularly struck with Its truth 
to-day." The Collector laughed again 
and remarked that the returns "seemed 
to Indicate that the Democrats had 
won." 

When asked If any of the defeated 
Republicans contemplated the bringing 
of rontettts. he sakl: 

"I cannot speak for them, but I am 
Katlsfied that the Democrat* practiced 
fraud In the election on Tuesday. The 
figures will be examined carefully, and 
the conditions in every precinct will be 
Investigated. I do not think any of the 
candidates have yet decided what they 
will do."

Commissioners Meet Friday. 


While no one seriously believes that 
any of the Republican candidates really 
contemplate undertaking s content. In 
the face uf the orderly election and the 
overwhelming Democratic majority, a 
short time will reveal th*»lr plans.

Deboe's Influence Gone. 

It Is the general opinion that the 
result of the general election, which 
makes certain the election of a Demo¬ 
cratic 8enator by the Legislature, has 
taken from Senator Deboe all the In¬ 
fluence which he had with the President 
and the Republican leaders at Wash¬ 
ington. The fact that he ha* but one 
more year to serve as Senator will not 
help him any. so far as Kentucky 
patronage la concerned. Consequently, 
It is not thought that hi* recommenda¬ 
tion for Collector In Louisville will have 
much weight with President Roosevelt. 
If the President acts on the advice of 
other* In d«-aling with Mr. Sapp, it Is 
probable that Messrs Yerke*. Combs 
and Roberts will be his advisers.

Sapp's Last Card. 

It la the general belief that Mr. Sapp 
would not have been retained as Collec¬

Ersklns was in an awTul predicament.

The fall elections are over, n >i he 
public mind ncceaaarlly turns to >;her 
topics, The regular ■'election* always

What Congress will do at the next 
session Is a puzzling question, but the 
preponderance of opinion Is that it will, 
In the main, prefer a cours of master¬ 
ly Inactivity as. being th;? beat wav to- 
avoid commitment to embarrassing 
questions. If this prov> true. It will 
not be because plenty ##t bualitess is 
not cut out for It. M#»hi of the old 
bills, according to th#* usual custom, 
will be reintroduced, along with some 
new ones. Th#* appropriation bills ar- 
a I ways t#* be <-onsldered. and they af¬ 
ford gootl #*xcuses frequently for side¬ 
tracking other business. At th»* next 
session the appropriations will bear a 
good deal of watching, as th#*re Is a 
large surplus revenue which many 
members desire to dissipate, some from 
Innate love of the flag and an appro¬ 
priation. others to avoid the trouble 
of reducing taxation. Already a thou¬ 
sand schemas are meditating to make 
the surplus a negligible quantity or 
e\>n to transfer It Into a d#?ficU. The 
vultures in every section of the coun¬ 
try are gathering together to make a 
descent upon that hateful surplus. K\ - 
ery one #.f them thinks a proposition t#» 
feduce taxation Is an absurdity when 
there are so many delightful ways of 
spending the money. 

These men will be heavily rc-enforced 
by the members who think our present 
tariff Is the best ever devised by the 
wit of man. and that It cannot be al¬ 
tered In a single particular without dis¬ 
turbance to business and even to tln- 
equilihrlum of th*- universe Tnn*. 
there are the war taxes, and there an* 

< ther Internal taxes that might be 
stared, but there la a feeling that the 
whole question of taxation Is a bore, 
except when money Is needed, ami 
there is really no reason to fatigue the 
mind of statesmen with questions »*f 
relief to people who seem rather to rr- 
Jolce In being plucked. There are so 
many of this way «#f thinking that It 
ought not to be impossible to combine 
Horn In such u way as to annihilate 
the surplus In short order. 

There Is a considerable demand for 
more legislation with reference to th*« 
currency, but It Is said that this will 
meet with a rather cold reception. The 
country Is now prosperous, and the 
members of Congress do not feel that 
the need for more legislation Is press¬ 
ing. Resides, they are not sup- how 
Hitch leglslathm as Secretary Gage is 
Inclined to recommend will be received. 
It Is true that It Is urged that now Is 
the time to mak«* provision for rhungei 
circumstances, when It may be t#>o lab* 
to provide the necessary safeguards. 
Legislative bodies elected by the peopf* 
are not Inclined, however, to l«><>k far 
Into the future, but are rather disposed 
to legislate under the whip of pr#*sent 
necessity. If there are defects In mir 
currency system they prefer to wait 
until they do some mischief before tl»e\ 
undertake th#* w«#rk of reform. This Is 
not the highest order of statesmanship, 
bpt It Is that to which we have bccoim 
accustomed. 

The matter of reciprocity will be up 
f«»r consideration, but this w ill he main¬ 
ly a question for the S#-nat#*, perhaps, 
as there an* pending treaties which 
claim attention Rut as the necessary 
two-thirds to ratify these will probably 
not be forthcoming. It may be doubted 
whether or not they will be pressed Lo 
a vote.

MINING TROUBLES. 


Some Reflections On the Violent* Dis¬ 
played In the Hopkins 
County District. 


Good Times In the Textile Trade. 

It !s a long lane that has no turning. 
Maya the old proverb, and at lunt the 
turn seems to have come in th** woolen 
trade. From a condition of extreme 
dullness that has lasted for two years, 
the wool market has become extremely 
active, over 25,000.000 pounds being sold 
In Boston hist we»-k, while all the mills 
are busy and new ones ate being built 
and old ones enlarged everywhere. Th#» 
American Wool and Cotton Reporter 
says In Its current Issue: 

*‘Th<* reports from the markets continue 
to record nn almost unprecedented ac¬ 
tivity. Retail clothiers are spurring the 
\vhi*letmlers on to quicker deliveries, ami 
their Impatience Is felt at the mill in the 
almost absolute lnubhUy to keep up with 
orders which the mill is experiencing. 

“The present year shows n large amount 
of new mill construction. Every we**k 
brings word of new firms or companVe 
starting in business, of new mills on 
which .construction ban begun, of larg* 
hits of new machinery wtihii have been 
ordered by the mills. The half year end¬ 
ing with June of this year showed tlilrty- 
llv#* n«*w mills undertaken for the munn- 
farturlng of woolens. With the exception 
of the half year ending with December, 
1699. tJbUi Is the largest number under¬ 
taken In any half year since the middle 
of IttiS, and It equals the record shown 
by the half of I-S99 In question. That th#: 
Inst half of this year will equal or exceed 
the first seems llkelv. Business hns rer- 
tulnly been the better this Inst half. 

“A second proof of the prosperity of 
woolen manufacturers to-du.v Is the fact 
that their mills are so busy. One of our 
traveling correspondents has toured « 
part »»f Maine during the last mouth. Out 
of the twenty-four mills lu- has visited he 
has found only four t## be Idle. Not one 
of thcs»- was Idle because «»f present busi¬ 
ness conditions.

In view of the Isw #.#- 1 of May Rh kt97l, 
which provides: “Thai If ohv two or more 
persons shall band themselves together 
and go forth for the purpose of molesting 
or destroying any property, ****** 
whether the sum** shall be Injured, molest¬ 
ed or damaged or not, shall he guilty of a 
felony." It Is still more nmaz'ng that such 
confessedly unlawful armed bands should 
he treated and negotiated with as legiti¬ 
mate belligerents—an «rm> of patriot*— 
by the civil and military officer* of the 
State, and politely and humbly requested 
to surrender their arms npjn th#* promised 
condition, however, that the peaceful ia- 
Ivorers in the mines should he deprived of 
any weapons the> might have in their 
possession, for the purpose of defending 
their persons their home* and their fami¬ 
lies from attack at th#* hands of the |«- 
triots. 

Such a farce was enacted and resulted 
In their acquiring possession of u few an¬ 
tiquated pieces which would doubt Us- 
serve no other purpose than to adorn the 
wall** of a museum. 

Of course, the roil armory of then* war¬ 
like camps was undisturbed, atul scarcely 
had the curtain fallen on the aforc*\ld 
farce when from ambush the mo^t Im¬ 
proved ami modern Winchesters w# re 
brought Into action upon the miners who 
deslre.l only to fulfill th#*ir contracts of 
employment and l>»* le: alone, To such an 
extent has this unbridled lawlessness und 
anarchy proceeded that within a few days 
a citizen of* Hopkinsville, in the capacity 
of u peace ofth’er. honestly endeavoring 
to arr«*st and bring to trial >ome of those 
marauders «-rigag»*d In firing upon mine 
workers, was a^sas-lnated by some mem¬ 
bers of the band 

To aqcli extent has this lawlessness af¬ 
fected the business lnt«*re<is of the com- 
muntty that some of the best people of 
the town of Madlsonvlllc. the county-seat 
of Hopkins copnty, have become anxious 
to dispose of their property at half Its 
value und remove* to more law-abiding 
community. 

Lawlessness begets law T |essnf>.«. and 
such conditions grow from bod to worse 
when not restrained by tbs strong mm 
r,f the law. which is not lacking In pro¬ 
visions to corred and suppress the guilty, 

This law Is supposed to be no re-pector 
of persons, and by Its very t*-rms Is alike 
Intended to protect those artificial per¬ 
sons cal I* d corporations and thetr em¬ 
ployes. 

Suppose 11 band of armed men should 
conclude that the farmers of Hopkins 
county w»‘re not operating their farm*# 
and paving their hired hands according 
to a ' scale" or standard prescribed by the 
supposed armed hand encamped In th** 
nrlglvborhccd. and that the aforesaid 
farmers and ih#lr employe# would be shot 
at from every convenient hiding place 
until they submitted to the “scale.** how 
long does nnv sane man suppose such a 
state of affairs would be tol**rat#*dT 

It Is needles- to remark that the lnw 
would be speedily enforced without th- 
alii of the militia or hired guards, and 
Ihnt the Sheriff would have w.ihnut so¬ 
licitation at his back a poxse coznttatus 
of all the farmers and other good citi¬ 
zens of the county. Ami y#*t. In substane© 
and principle, the case supposed ami th.* 
existing condition*# of lawlessness are the 
same. 

As Illustrative of the adage that law¬ 
lessness begtts lawle-sness, note two in¬ 
stances occurring within the la>i two or 
three days. 

A few' nights ago a party from the Nor- 
tonvllle camp of ’ t^trlots," armed With 
their Winchesters and. perhaps, a llbrral 
allowance of bud liquor, mad#* a taiget 
of and destroyed a switch light on th»* 
railroad track. thereb> endangering the 
safety of passing trains and the lives of 
Innocent passengers. 

On the night of November 1, 19td, a 
drummer for a Louisville house *toppe#l 
ut Nortonvlllc, the crossing of the L, and 
N. and I <*. railroads, in Hopkins county, 
waiting for a train, und while there he 
was placed In constant fear during half 
the night by a quart-t of "pulrl :ts“ from 
the camp near by. each armed with a 
Winchester, ami all of whom w«*re con¬ 
tinually flourishing their weapons, and 
indulging in murderous talk in the ofllc#* 
of the station, whose agent was p, w-rle * 
to protect waiting pass* ngers from th • 
ihmger thus produce#]. 

If the law l»e not. without furth»* r d* - 
lay. put Into operation against th#-s«* arm- 
#*d and luwbss camps, ought It to be a 
matter of surprise to li#*ar any hour of th* 
derullm* nt und wreck of a paraetiger train 
Involving tlie loss of many Innocent hu¬ 
man lives, to <uy nothing of great loss of 
property ?

RESTRICTIONS MODIFIED. 

New Regulations Governing Trans¬ 
portation of Cattle. 

Nashville. Tenn.. Nov. 6 — [Special.]— 
Commissioner of Agriculture Paine to¬ 
day received from the department at 
Washington the modified restriction* 
regulating cattle transportation during 
the open season, which has been fixed 
at from November 15 to January 81. 
Cattle may be shipped, subject to local 
regulations, into the States of Virginia. 
North Carolina, Tennessee, Missuri. 
Kansas. Texas. Oklahoma. New Mex¬ 
ico ftnd Arizona. Transportation from 
infected districts to any State named 
is prohibited in the absence of local 
regulation and permission. Cattle from 
quarantirmd districts may be shipped to 
all other States without restriction. 
This circular Is being sent out with the 
local regulations. 

Persons desiring to ship cattle to 
points above the national quarantine 
line In Tennessee wilt be required to 
show certificates of Inspection by the 
respective County Boards of Health. 
Railroads and steamboats are not per¬ 
mitted to receive cattle that have not 
been Inspected unless they are marked 
•'Southern’’ or “tlcky.” 

No cattle will be permitted to be 
shipped Into Tennessee from the terri¬ 
tory of any State below the national 
quarantine line, except for Immediate 
slaughter, and under no circumstances 
will cattle he permitted to be ilrlven 
lnr*i Tenn ease** from said territory.

faints Out Convictions For Murder 
During Past Tear. 


DR. SMITH’S MOTIVE LAUDABLE. 


Judge Barker. In giving his charge to 
the November grand Jury yesterday, 
took occasion to refer to a recent ser¬ 
mon of the Rev. Dr. J. Kinsey Smith 
on “Crime and Criminals in Louisville** 
In which criticisms were passed on the 
courts. Judge Barker highly com¬ 
mended the general purport and object 
of the sermon, but urged that on ac¬ 
count of the presence of the negro In 
Louisville it was not fair to compare 
the amount of crime committed in this 
city and State with that committed In 
Canada to the disparagement of the 
white people In Louisville. 

“My predecessor is authority for the 
statement that 90 per cent, of the crime 
here la committed by negroes. I be¬ 
lieve that he underestimated It.” 

Judge Barker, at the outset, said that 
ft was highly proper for ministers and 
fill good citizens to take an active In¬ 
terest In the well-being of the city 
and conceded that Dr. Smith’s criti¬ 
cisms were largely deserved. He, how¬ 
ever. took exception to a statement of 
Dr. Smith that there had been no con¬ 
victions for murder In this city dur¬ 
ing the present year. 

“I examined the records and found 
that out of sixteen trials for murder 
there were nine convictions.” 

Judge Barker's table Is as follows: 

Tom Davis, three years. 

William Woods, ten years. 

William Taylor, life. 

Charles Langenbohn. life. 

Julia Trabue, death. 

James Carter, ten years. 

Jim Smith, life. 

John Withers, three years 
Herman Clay, nineteen years. 

Judge Barker then stated that In 
every case of homicide a man was 
charged with murder, but this was 
done not because all killings were mur¬ 
ders. but In order to Include all de¬ 
grees. 

“It was not fair to compare thickly 
populated Louisville and Kentucky 
/Ith sparsely settled Canada to the 
detriment of the white people. My 
predecessor Is authority for the state¬ 
ment that 90 per cent, of the crime In 
^ this section Is committed by negroes. 

* 1 believe that he underestimated. I am 
not condemning the negro, for he has 
done exceedingly well considering his 
opportunities, and I look for greet ad¬ 
vancement on his part. I am the friend 
of the negro and without expecting 
gv*r to ask or receive his vote. 

“This does not change the fact that 
the negroes are responsible for a vast 
amount of crime and will be responsi¬ 
ble for many years. The rigid enforce¬ 
ment of the law' will not reduce crime 
as much as the elevating influence of 
the pulpit, press and schoolhouse. 
There Is where the remedy lies.” 

Judge Barker said that In so speak¬ 
ing he meant to pass no criticism on 
It Smith. 

••Ha Is & man of high principles and 
A gentleman. I hope that he will con¬ 
tinue to attack vice and trust that he 
And his fellows will come and see the 
operations of thia court. 

“Sometimes Justice falls here as else¬ 
where. and I do not know where the 
fault lies. There are many causes for 
this. In my Judgment. 

“Kentuckians are not as wicked as 
they are painted. Eliminate the ne¬ 
groes and consider only the white peo¬ 
ple and one may search the world for 
more law-abiding, religious and culti¬ 
vated people thar. Kentuckians." 

Judge Barker charged the grand Jury 
to investigate gambling and said that 
the police should know if It existed. 
And that neglect of duty on their part 
Ahould meet with severe punishment. 
Judge Barker said that he did not be¬ 
lieve lotteries were being operated In 
Louisville, but he did believe that Ig¬ 
norant people were being fleeced by a 
game of this character conducted In 
[New Albany.

COLOMBIA WINKS 

AT TREATY VIOLATION. 


Panama Canal Company Makes a 
Formal Offer of Sale To 
the United States. 


Washington, Nov. 6.—President Huiln, 
of the Panama Canal Company, finally 
has submitted to Rear Admiral Walker, 
the head of the Isthmian Canal Com¬ 
mission, & proposition on behalf of hia 
company for the acquisition of all It* 
rights by the United States Government. 
The Panama company has been re¬ 
strained up to thla moment from aub- 
mltting a direct proposition owing to a 
clause in the concession which It holds 
from the Government of Colombia, 
which prescribes forfeiture of concus¬ 
sion as a penalty for the making of an 
effort by the company to transfer Its 
rights to another government. 

The company's agenta, therefore, ha%e 
l>»»en obliged to act with extreme cau¬ 
tion In making overtures, but In some 
way the Colombian Government haa 
been Induced to wink at this technical 
violation of the concession. Its taring 
are not yet disclosed, and It Is probable 
that they wlJl not be until the Uthmlan 
Canal Commission publishes Its report. 
It Is understood, however, that they are 
considerably more favorable to this Gov¬ 
ernment ban were the figure* m.^1 lo 
the Prtgldent three year* ago.

The Klondike was a vaudeville thea¬ 
ter and all of the dead and Injured 
were connected with the theater as 
performers Most of them lived at 
Hurley, and Thomas Leclaire was a 
brother of the proprietor of the thea¬ 
ter. 

• • • 

Started Ou Stage. 

The fire started on the stage and 
in a few minutes the entire structure 
was a mass of fi&mes. The third story 
was used as sleeping quarters and the 
fire spread so rapidly as to cut off the 
escape of the occupants. 

The theater building was quickly con¬ 
sumed and the fire spread to adjoining 
structures. The Ironwood fire depart¬ 
ment wus called to the assistance of 
the Hurley firemen, and only by the 
hardest work was the town saved from 
being wiped out. 

The loss on the theater and other 
buildings burned will amount to $17,- 
000 . 

• • • 

Chaired Bodies Found. 


The charred bodies of six of the 
victims have been recovered, and 
search Is being made for the others. 

The Klondike Theater burned once 
before, In July. 1887, when eleven wom¬ 
en lost their lives. 


ARBITRATION TREATY 

DISCUSSED IN SECRET. 


Pan-American Congress Refuses To 
Let Its Deliberations On This 
Subject Be Known. 


Mexico City, Nov. 6 —The Pan-Amer¬ 
ican Congress decided to go Into secret 
session to-day to hear the project of the 
arbitration treaty proposed by the 
Mexican delegation. The votes against 
the secret session were those of Para¬ 
guay and AYgentlne Republic, Bolivia 
and Peru, four against fifteen. The 
press representatives tvere compelled to 
vacate the hall. 

After the proposed arbitration treaty 
had been reviewed In secret session the 
doors of the conference hall were again 
thrown open to hear the proposal of the 
Guatemala delegation for a convention 
for tl.e Pan-American Court of Claims. 
The proposed convention, among other 
things, provides that with the object of 
facilitating the adjustment of contro¬ 
versies which the several Governments 
participating In the convention may 
have been unable to settle diplomati¬ 
cally. the high contracting parties agree 
to submit to the Court of Claims all 
pending and future questions between 
Governments of any of the participat¬ 
ing Power* and citizens of any of the 
other Powers, provided that the claim¬ 
ants in such cases shall not have 
served as enemies uf the Government 
against which the claim Is brought or 
shall not voluntarily have aided them. 

Each nation Interested in any par¬ 
ticular controversy shall appoint one 
of the Jurists on the list and both to¬ 
gether shall at the same time appoint 
u third as a referee or umpire. Tin i>* r- 
sons designated must not be citizens 
of either of the countries Interested. 
If two nations cannot agree on the 
referee he shall be appointed by a third 
Power not Interested In the controver¬ 
sy. Two nations may, If they choose, 
appoint a single arbitrator among those 
on the list, provided he is not a citi¬ 
zen of either country. 


BARONETCY NOT OFFERED 

TO ANDREW CARNEGIE. 


Carnegie Declares That the Report Is 
Untrue. 


New’ York. Nov. 6.--3een at the 8t. 
Andrews golf links this afternoon In 
reference to the report that King Ed¬ 
ward had offered him or would offer 
him a baronetcy, Andrew’ Carnegie 
said: 

’’Why. that la all nonsense. I do n»»t 
believe there is a word of truth In it.

If anything like that were going to be 
done.”

AN IMPORTANT EPOCH. 

Reception of Floating Dock After Its 
Long Voyage. 

New Orleans. l*a.. Nov. 6.—The X*-w 
Orleans floating dock was received here 
to-day with an extraordinary outpour¬ 
ing of people and elaborate ceremonies 
in which Federal, Stat* and city officials 
and members of Congress participated 
The weather was idea!, and, as the aft¬ 
ernoon was made a seml-holiduy, thou¬ 
sand* went to the naval reservation on 
the west bank of the river. The ad¬ 
dresses were brief and th lr general tone 
was of exultation upon the safe arrival 
of the dock and of congratulation upon 
th*: establishment in this harbor of an 
extensive navy yard.

Montlcello. Ivy.. Nov. 6—[Special.]- 
The oil drill may be the means of Intro¬ 
ducing a second mammoth cove In Ken¬ 
tucky. To any one that knows this coun¬ 
try the experience of Smith & Co., of 
Lexington, who are drilling east of Sun- 
nybrook. Is significant. This firm shift¬ 
ed Its drilling location four times be¬ 
cause the tools went into a cavern each 
time nt about a depth of ninety to one 
hundred feet. There Is every reason to 
believe that Smith & Co. went 
into the same cave with ev*ry hole they 
drilled. Their third location was fully 
one-half mile from the first, and their 
present location is more than one-half 
mile from the last. None of these loca¬ 
tions is on a direct line, so the cavern 
must have width as well os length. 

In themselves these facts might not 
be extraordinary, but considered with 
the features of the surrounding coun¬ 
try the existence of a tremendous cave 
becomes almost a certainty. 

• • • 

'‘Blowing Cave.” 

Where Smith & Co. are drill¬ 
ing Is about three miles east of the 
’’Blowing Cave” known far and wide 
through this section of the country. 
Blowing Cave is a gaping hole not far 
from Dry Fork and It is so named be¬ 
cause a wind is constantly coming from 
It In a wild sweep and It con be heard 
cutting and shrieking Inside the cavern. 
No one has ever had the temerity to 
enter at this point, nor w’ould it hardly 
be possible. It Is an accepted theory 
that the air coming from Blowing Cave 
comes from deep water that is rushing 
through the cavern. 

Going on an east line from Blowing 
Cave for about one and one-half miles 
another cave entrance is met. This Is 
on Nick Albertson’s farm. No one has 
ever been beyond this entrance far 
enough to tell where it leads. 

The cave entrance on Nick Albert¬ 
son’s farm Is near no running w’ater. 
The entrance to Blowing Cave is one- 
half mile back from Dry Fork The 
Smith operations are not near a stream 
of any depth or strength. It is well to 
remember these points to establish the 
theory of this cave. Its character and 
dimensions. 

• • • 

Great Arched Entrance. 


Carpenter's Fork runs west and north 
from the cave opening on the Albert¬ 
son farm, and ut a point about two and 
one-half miles along the Carpenter’s 
Fork there Is a great arched entrance 
to a cave on what Is known as the 
Balen Plercy farm. This entrance, like 
Albertson’s entrance. Is not near the 
w*ater» of Carpenter’s Fork. It is about 
one-half mile east. Just about the same 
distance as Albertson’s cave Is from the 
Fork south of Its eastern bend. A line 
drawn from Albertson’s cave to the 
grand entrance on the Balen Piercy 
farm connects the entrances northwest 
and southeast and the same line con¬ 
tinued cuts through Blowing Cave and 
the Smith operations six miles distant 
from the grand entrance. 

Otter Creek flows to the eastward of 
Blowing Cave. Carpenter’s Fork runs to 
the westward of the grand entrance 
Carpenter's Fork is only a little branch 
of Otter Creek. The*** are significant 
points as these are shallow stream*. In¬ 
capable of flooding this cave, particu¬ 
larly when It Is considered that Imme¬ 
diately south the cliffs of the Cumber¬ 
land range are a dead wall against 
both streams and there is no possibility 
of a flood or backwater her*, for the 
course of the streams Is north. 

• • • 

Huge Logs. 


It is Important to remember these 
last two point*. They affect the state¬ 
ment ihat Inside of the grand entrance 
on the Balen Plercy farm are huge log* 
branded by their owners as logs are 
branded to-day. Those log* never came 
up Otter Creek, or Carpenter’s Fork, 
and If they did they could not have got 
Inside of Balen Piercy’s cave entrance, 
a half mile aero** the fields. Nobody 
In this section hu* heard of a flood and 
there could not well be a flood that 
would Inundate this territory, without 
some reversal of the processes of na¬ 
ture. Neither does local tradition give 
any record of a flood. 

• • • 

Subterranean Channel. 


Those logs must have entered this 
cave through o subterranean channel 
and they may have come either from 
the Big South Fofck. twenty miles to 
the east, or from the headwaters of the 
Wolf river, twelve miles south In Ten¬ 
nessee, with a mountain range lying 
between. 

No explorations have b*>en made of 
this cave, even back of the grand «mi 
trance, but all the country folk are 
familiar with It and have used It, time 
and again, as a place of assemblage. 

Parties Innumerable have been held 
there. Men and women, boys and girls 
have met there and danced to music 
and sung song* and shouted to gel the 
echo of their voices, yet no one pene¬ 
trated beyond the reception chamber. 
Farther In there is darkness and grew- 
aome sounds and a movement of chilled 
air that bade the inexperlenoed and 
fearful visitor to keep back. 


ATLANTA THEATER 

DESTROYED BY FIRE. 


Matluee Audience Was Dismissed In 
Time To Avert a Panic— 

Two Men Hurt. 


Atlanta, Ga.. Nov. 6—The Lyceum 
Theater. Atlanta’* vaudeville house, was 
destroyed by fire this afternoon A per- 
formance was being given when the tjie 
broke out. but the audience was dis¬ 
missed in time to prevent a panic. Fred 
Jones, a fireman, was rescued from an 
upper window, and Roy Danner, an 
electrician, was Injured b.v a fall. 

The fire was preced' d by an accident 
which caused some uneasiness in the 
theater. An Immense electric sign ex¬ 
tending across Edge wood avenue. In 
front of the house, fell at 2:20 o’clock 
just as the performance began, throwing 
two electricians to the ground and In¬ 
juring one of them—Royal Danner. A 
net work of wire* was thrown acres* the 
street and in lhe vicinity of the theater. 


The wires became crossed and burned 
out a feed box at the entrance to the 
theater. The smoke found its way Into 
the opera-house and caused considerable 
excitement In the audience. Home of 
those inside attempted to leave, but 
were Immediately stopped and urged to 
remain seated, and the performance pto- 
ceeded. 

One hour later the roof of lhe theater 
wits discovered on fire, and fearing 
narm the management dismissed the 
audience, their exit being expedited by 
the ushers. 

The fire w’as quickly beyond control 
and In less than an hour the theater was 
in ruins. 

Fred Jones, a fireman, had a narrow 
escape from bring burned to death. He 
was rescued from one of the upper win¬ 
dows Just in time to save his life. He 
was badly burned. 

Only a portion of the wardrobes of the 
twelve people playing at the Lyceum 
this week was saved. All the scenery 
was burned. 

R. Coley Andersop. the lessee and 
manager of the theater, says the loss 
will be about $75,000, with insurance of 
$45,000. The theater is owned by the 
Cunningham estate of Atlanta, and T. 
H. Bowles, fit Milwaukee. Wls. It was 
at one tlnie*undcr the control of Hemy 
Greenwald, of New Orleans.

Mr. Lemly Object*. 

"Mr. President,” said Capt. Letnley,

battle. He Is traducing the reputation 
of an officer who Is well known to you.

Hard To Please. 

Mr. Rayner then read from the evi¬ 
dence of Mr. Potts to prove his state¬ 
ment about the latter being scared. 
"How does that suit you?” he H«ked. 

"It floes not ■ult,’’ Capt. Lemlv Fuid. 
"I Htlll say It Is Incorrectly stated 
and. may the court please. I do not 
think that counsel should Fay this Is an 
attempt to traduce Admiral Schley. 1 
am here, not because 1 want to be, but 
because ft is my duty. I was ordered to 
come and I think it Is unjust and It 
shows bow utterly unreliable he is in 
his statements.” 

Mr. Rayner—I do not think the court 
Will permit this. You mu«t not make 
a statement of that sort. 1 will not per¬ 
mit It. 

Admiral Dewey—No. 

Mr. Rayner — He Is not only unreliable 
but very offensive. 

Capt. Lemly—Counsel gets up and 
says that we are, In the discharge of a 
must painful duty, trying to traduce 
Admiral Schley. 

Mr. Rayner—I have borne willing tes- 
tomony to the Impartiality with which 
h. has tried his case and the delicate 
position he occuplfs. But I do ask my 
brother not to get up and contradict 
me and say that I am unreliable, when 
I read the testimony that sustains me. 

1 appreciate the position he is In. He 
has filled that position aa well and 
faithfully as it could possibly be tilled 
by any one. 1 have not said a word in 
criticism of his conduct It Is only when 
he refers to my traducing an officer 
that I have the same right to refer to 
his traducing Admiral Schley.

Dewey Squelches Lemly. 

Admiral Dewey— The court of course 
will read all the testimony that has 
been given. We will be governed by the 
testimony. We know exactly what 
Lieut. Commander Potts said. He said 
he wns scared, but counsel did enlarge 
a little on it. 

Mr. Rayner—Yes, I probably did en¬ 
large 

Capt. Lemly— And that said, I am 
surrv I made the remark. 

Admiral Dewey— It la only one day 
more and I think we ought to get 
alc-ng peacefully. 

Mr. Rayner then took up the fifth 
specification, ulleging disobedience «>f 
the orders of May 25.

Arrival Off Santiago. 

Mr. Rayner then took up the consid¬ 
eration of specification 4. covering "the 
circumstances attending the arrival of 
the Flying Squadron off Santiago, the 
reasons for Its retrograde turn west¬ 
ward and departure from off Santiago 
and the propriety thereof." » 

Mr. Rayner referred at length to the 
meeting of Commodore Schley with 
Capt. Slgsbee. then In command of the 
St. Paul, upon the arrival of the Flying 
Squadron n(T Santiago. Speaking of 
the Captain he said: A more honest 

witness than he never took the stand, 
nor Is there a more gallant and effi¬ 
cient officer of the navy than he Is. 
Unfortunately he has gotten himself 
Into a predicament because against him 
Is an overwhelming: array of testimony 
In reference to the communications he 
held W’lth Commodore Schley oiT Santi¬ 
ago. and which absolutely justifies the 
Admiral In taking the course he did. 
"Let me see whether 1 am right about 
this." h‘; w'ent on. "because- this my 
brothers consider the most Important 
part of the cas**. Who was there when 
Schley got there? He met the Yule and 
ihe St. Paul and Minneapolis. Who 
was oil the Yale? Capt. W!h»v Who 
was on the St. Paul'.* Capt. Sigsbee. 
Capt Jewell was on the Minneapolis. 
Not a man of them except Klgsbee com¬ 
municated with Commodore Schley. 

• • • 

Unfortunate Circumstances. 

"! am not blaming them nor criticising 
them, but It is an unfortunate combi¬ 
nation of circumstances, unfortunate 
for the Commodore that he is made the 
victim. Why he should be selected 
from the whole mass of officers of the 
navy 1 cannot understand." 

Continuing. Mr. Rayner said these 
vessels were scouting around there for 
:dx or seven days and did not make any 
effort to communicate wdth th»* Insur¬ 
gents. 

My recollection,” he said, "is that 
Capt Slgsbe.* was there for six days 
ami Wise for three or four days. 1 do 
not recollect how long Capt. Jewell was 
there Those ships were there for ihc 
purpose, of finding out If the Spanish 
fleet was In Santiago, the same purpose 
that Commodore Schley was there for. 
They did not find out. Commodore 
Schley did They go scot free and Com¬ 
modore Schley Is to l»e condemned.” 

After referring to Commodore 
Schley’s uneasiness about the coal sup¬ 
ply and the difficulties ami dangers 
which attended coaling nt sea. Mr. 
Ravner said thut after the Commodore 


bad been assured by Stgsbee that the 
Spaniards were not In Santiago he did 
the only thing he could; he turned west 
for coal. 

"But he never went In that direction 
a mile further than was necessary, 
continued Mr Rayner. "for when the 
weather cleared and the sea became 
smooth he coaled. Then he returned to 
his position off Santiago, destroyed the 
Cristobal Colon, gave battle on July 3. 
and struck down the Spanish fleet at 
the same time taking from Spain her 
ancient possessions on the face of the 
American continent.” 

• • • 

The Peroration. 

Mr Rayner then closed as follows: 

I now have briefly present**d this case 
ns It appear* to me In It* genoril outline. 
Such s trial as this has never to na> 
knowledge taken place In th- history or 
the world. It seemed lo my mind that this 
case had hardly opened with the testi¬ 
mony of Capt. Higglnson before it com¬ 
menced to totter, and from day lo day It* 
visionary fabric dissolved from 'lew. 
When Capt. Cook, their last witness, wa* 
put upon the stand the entire structure 
collapsed, and now. ivhen the witnesses 
from our own ships nnd the gtllant cap¬ 
tain and crew of the Oregon and Admiral 
Schley have narrated their unvaxnlined 
tale, the whole tenement, with all its 
compartments from Its foundation to It* 
turret, has disintegrated and lies here like 
a mass of tdackened ruin*. 

• • • 

Long Time To Reveal Truth. 

It ha* taken three years to reveal the 
truth. There Is not a single word that 
has fallen from the tongue of a single 
witness, friend or foe. that casta the 
shadow- of a Reflection on the honored 
name of the "hero of Santiago." Me has 
never claimed the glory of that day. No 
word to this effect has ever gone forth 
from him to lhe American peopb. Wo 
cannot strike dow n his figure i landing 
upon the bridge of the Brooklyn. There 
he stands upon the bridge of the Brook¬ 
lyn. his ship almost alone receiving the 
entire Arc of the Spanish foe. until the 
Oregon, a* If upon the wing* of light¬ 
ning. sped Into the thickness of this mor¬ 
tal carnage. "God bless th« Oregon!” 
was the cheer that rang from «b‘ck to 
deck, and on they went, twin brother* In 
the chase, until th#* lee gun svas Ared 
from the Cristobal Colon and the despotic 
colors of Spiln were swept from the face 
of her ancient posresalona. "Well done; 
congratulate you on th** victory," wns 
the streamer that w«* bent from the 
halyard of the Brooklyn, and from thut 
day to this no nr.in hns ever henrd bom 
Admiral Schley the slightest whiner or 
Intimation that he usurped the glory of 
that Imperishable hour.

Committee's First Meeting. 


The first meeting of the committee 
was held yeaterday. Fourteen member* 
of the committee were present. Col. 
Bennett H. Young was elected chair¬ 
man and L S. Hardin secretiry. The 
other members present were W. N. 
Haldeman, Doe H. Redd, Dr. J. M. 
Poyntz. P. S. Hardy, J W. Green, J. F. 
Rlpy, Capt. C. H. Lee, Jr, Charles 
Daughtry. W. O. Coleman, Thomas 
Dwyer, MaJ. J. H. Leathers and J. R. 
Rogers. 

After Col. Young’s election as chair¬ 
man a resolution was Introduced and 
adopted naming the following associate 
members of the committee: J. M. Ar¬ 
nold, J. H. Leathers, J. B. Briggs and 
George B. Taylor. Col. Young present¬ 
ed the following resolutions, which 
were adopted unanimously: 


Organizing Strongly. 


Resolved. That In addition to the chair¬ 
man of this committee there be a first 
vice chairman and a second vice chair¬ 
man. a secretary, a corresponding sec¬ 
retary and a treasurer. 

Second—That an Executive Committee 
consisting of seven members ahull bo 
chosen by the committee, of which Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee the chairman and trie 
Major General commanding the Kentucky 
division ahull be ex-»»fficlo members, the 
other five members to be named from 
those const it it ting the committee hereto¬ 
fore appointed. 

Third—Thm the Commandant of each 
camp, together with its Adjutant and 
such other memhi rs as they may name, 
shall constitute a local committee, and 
the duties of such local committee shall 
be to secure subscriptions to the Confed¬ 
erate Home fund, to Inform the public 
of the plans and purposes of the Confed¬ 
erate Association of Kentucky in regard 
to the home for Invalid and disabled 
members and to assist and co-operate 
with the committee of twenty-five In se¬ 
curing either such financial aid or such 
legislation as shall enrry out the plans 
and purposes of the committee as out¬ 
lined by the resolutions passed by the 
State Reunion held In Louisville on Oc¬ 
tober 22 and 23, 1901. 

Fourth—That the Executive Committee 
be and are hereby authorized to secure 
such clerical help as may l»c necessary 
to carry on the active correspondence of 
the committee, to communicate with the 
various camps awl local committees, and 
to distribute among the people of Ken¬ 
tucky and the friends of this cause such 
circulars and such printed matter as may 
be useful In creating an Interest In the 
work of this committee. 

Fifth—That the Executive Committee 
hereinbefore provided for shall have full 
authority tnd power to represent this 
committee while not in session, and It 
shall be the duty of said committee to 
carry on the work along the lines pro¬ 
vided for and in obedience to the sug¬ 
gestions and directions of the General 
Committee. 

The committee elected MaJ. J. H. 
Leathern treasurer and Harry P. Mc¬ 
Donald corresponding secretary. 

The committee then Issued the follow¬ 
ing circular to the people of Kentucky. 
It was signed by all the committee, and 
was read by Col. Young: 


Appeal To Kentuckians. 


Louisville. Nov. 8. KOI. 

The State Reunion of the United Con¬ 
federate Veteran Association, at Its an¬ 
nual meeting In Louisville on the 23d day 
of October, 1901. took definite and posi¬ 
tive action concerning the founding and 
maintenance of a Confederate home. 
After full discussion the necessity of such 
a home w-*s unanimously conceded, and 
It was determined by the said associa¬ 
tion to enter at once upon active work 
to secure that end. For this purpose the 
Commanding General was directed to des¬ 
ignate a committee of twenty-five per¬ 
sons from the member** of the association, 
which said committee was charged with 
the work of raising $25,000 for the pur¬ 
pose of building and furnishing n Con¬ 
federate home, and mid committee was 
also directed to take such steps as might 
be necessarv to secure legislation in Ken¬ 
tucky by which a per capita allowance 
should be made from the State Treasury 
for the core and proper suppon of the 
InnxUe* of such Confederate home. 

It wns deemed wire as well as Just by 
the association that the Confederate vet¬ 
erans thempelves In Kentucky should 
manifest such an Interest in the Confed¬ 
erate home and should make such con¬ 
tribution and raise such turn a* would 
show their willingness and their Interest 
In this work. 

The undersigned, appointed as this com¬ 
mittee. have organized, have elected Col. 
Bennett H. Young chairman. Capt. J. H. 
leathers treasurer, ami Harry P. Mc¬ 
Donald coresponding secretary, and an 
executive committee has b*»on appointed 
to tukc the necessary steps to secure the 
heartiest co-operation from nil the otimp* 
connected with the Confederate Associa¬ 
tion In the State of Kentucky, and to 
lav out such plans and to secure such 
help ns are essential to develop aa well 
as to carry* on this great work.

Eight years ago Marie Jansen came 
lo Louisville giving a little play, "Dt!- 
monlco’s at Six." and In her company. 
Playing the light comedy role, Capt. 
Frank Holland, was a young actor. 
William Norris, on whom the dramatic 
critic of the Courier-Journal spent 
much Ink. The next year Marie Jansen 
came again and this time the young 
actor’s ability was more pronounced.

The part Is the exact antithesis of 
Adonis. Love ruled him; hate, Pepe. So 
Is the versatility of the actor shown, 
and. what Is more. Mr. Norris has op¬ 
portunity to display a force and depth 
and sweeping pow*er that should place 
him In the very near future, next year, 
perhaps, among «the foremost stars.

BOND COMMISSIONER. 


Said That John B. Williamson Will 
Be One of His New Deputies. 


James M. Fetter was elected Bond 
Commlfsfioner for the city of Louisville 
by the Judges of the four divisions of 
the JeflVrson Circuit Court to succeed 
himself for a term of four years. At 
the two previous meetings of the Judge* 
to elect a Bond Commissioner. Judge 
Field and Judge Miller voted for John 
B. Williamson, and Judge Burker and 
Judge Toney for Mr. Fetter. 

Yesterday Judge Field nominated 
Horace A. Lindsay, clerk of the Com¬ 
mon Pleas division, and Judge Miller 
seconded his nomination. Judge* Barker 
and Judge Toney still voted for Mr. 
Fetter, and the vote wap two and two. 
Finally. Mr. Fetter wap elected, and it 
Is said with the understanding that 
Mr. Williamson was to be glv^n a posi¬ 
tion in the offic**. The present deputies 
ar>* John J. Shelley and A J. Ashman, 
and It Is believed Mr Williamson will 
succeed Mr. Shelley. 


The Board of Trade directors, at their 
meeting yesterday, had before them a 
communication from the Committee of 
Arrangements of the National Reci¬ 
procity Convention giving notice of a 
convention of manufacturers to be held 
In the city of Washington, November 19 
to 21. and asking the board to send ten 
delegates and ten alternates to the con¬ 
vention. The communication stated that 
only active manufacturers would be re¬ 
ceived as delegatee. 

The directors referred the communica¬ 
tion to the Board of Trade Manufac¬ 
turers’ Committee, with power to ap¬ 
point the delegates and alternates. 

The board passed a resolution re¬ 
questing the United States Senators 
from Kentucky to vote for the ratifi¬ 
cation of the reciprocity treaty between 
the United States and* the Republic of 
France recently negotiated, which will 
come up before the Senate for ratifica¬ 
tion when It assembles In December. 
The opinion of the directors was that 
the trade advantages under the treaty 
were greatly to the benefit of the Unit¬ 
ed States. 

The National Association of Referees 
In Bankruptcy, acting upon request of 


the Judiciary Committee of the House 
of Representatives, has asked the opin¬ 
ion of the board as to the present bank¬ 
rupt law; Its working, and what, if any, 
alterations should be made In the law 
by the coming Congress. 

This subject was referred to the Board 
of Trade Executive Committee for con¬ 
sideration and report back to the Board 
of Directors. 

The Executive Committee, of which 
Mr. Charles Earl Currie Is chairman, 
will at once take the matter up, and 
the committee would be glad to receive 
suggestions In writing from merchants, 
lawyers, and others who have opinions 
on the subject. Any suggestions as to 
amendment or the present bankruptcy 
law, and opinions as to the value or the 
law. etc., should be addressed to the 
chairman of the committee and sent to 
the Board of Trade.
